Train Left Track. 


DISASTER ON THE NEW HAYEN

W estport, Conn.. Oct. 
4. — When 
the second section of the Boston Ex­ 
press jumi>ed the tracks of the New 
Haven railroad, a short distance west 
of the station here, about 5 o’clock last 
evening, sixteen or more persons were 
killed, most of them burned to death, 
and about forty injured, twenty of 
them seriously. 
Until those who know their friends 
and relatives who were on the ill-fated 
train have all come forward to sj>eak, 
the full death list will not be known. 
Between the number of charred bodies 
now* in the undertaking shops of the 
town, the number of injured in the 
South Norwalk hospital, and the num­ 
ber of survivors who have been sent to 
their homes along the New* Haven 


line and to New York, there is a great 
discrepancy. 
Th© dead may equal 
twice sixteen, the missing may ne 
many more, for the cars which were 
In the wreck are 
burned to ashes. 
They were wooden cars, and the hot 
coals of the engine over which they 
were jammed exploding the Pintach 
gas with which they were lighted, 
caused the fire to spread from one end 
of the affected train to the other al­ 
most in a twinkling. As it turned out, 
only the parlor cars were destroyed 
and only those riding in the parlor 
cars were burned or injured, with the 
exception of the engineer, fireman and 
mail clerk and his assistant. The pas­ 
sengers 
of 
the 
still 
flimsier 
day 
coaches escaped with only superficial 
bruises and jars. 
The train was twelve minutes late 
when 
it 
reached 
Bridgeport, 
and 
George W. Clark, the engineer, who 
has paid for any mistake he may have 
made with his life, left with the idea 
of making up the time by the time he 
should reach New' York. By the time 
he was well clear of Bridgeport, he 
was travelling very close to sixty 
miles an hour, while the cars behind 
were swaying and rolling like small 
boats at sea. 
The train whizzed by 
the stations in a cloud of dust. To the 
west of the station here about 200 
yards, the old Boston post road passes 
under the tracks with other streets of 
the town, and that elevates the tracks 
about twenty-five fret above the street 
level, this height between streets be­ 
ing filled in with sand, gravel and 
stone work. 
The ill-fated train had shot past the 
station, and had struck 
the bridere. 
Just ahead of it was the signal which 
warned the engineer to slow down 
from the sp?ed he was going so that 
there might be no accident at the 
cross-over. Apparently this was never 
heeded. 
There was no slowing down, 
and as the little front wheels of the 
engine struck the first frog they were 
slipped to one side, the great drivers 
were wrenched off the rail and the 
big engine went ploughing over the 
roadbed. 
It was all over in less than 
a half minute, but in that time the en­ 
gine had ploughed along the dirt for 
150 yards, dug its nose into the side of 
the embankment, catapulted its tender 
clear over it, slicing off the top of the 
cab, which killed the engineer and 
fireman. The baggage car was shunt­ 
ed to the left, while the engine went 
to the right. The mail car catapulted 
straight ahead of them, and in l»e- 
tween for a distance of 150 feet. The 
combination parlor, smoker and buffet 
Jammed itself up against the rear end 
of the locomotive, while the other 
Pullmans came crashing on top of it. 
one car telescroping and being tele­

LESSON FOR OCTOBER 6. 


J E S U S W A L K IN G O N T H E S E A . 


LESSON TEXT—Mark 6.45-56. 
GOLDEN 
TEXT—“But 
straightway 
Jesus spake unto them, saying. Be of 
good cheer; it Is I; be not afraid."—Mat­ 
thew 14.27, 


The miracle of the feeding of the 
* five thousand m arks a crisis in 
the 
life of Jesus. (John 6:15). The human- 
i tty of Jesus is show*n in that as soon 
as he had performed that miracle he 
first sends away his disciples, 
then 
sends away the multitude, while he 
departs ‘‘into a mountain to pray.” To 
pray the prayer of thanksgiving, 
to 
pray for strength to withstand this 
new* temptation, (John G:!4, 15); 
to 
pray for those whom he had 
fed; 
and surely to pray for his chosen ones 
that they might understand him and 
his mission. 
Jesus had taken his disciples into 
the mountain for their own 
good. 
(Mark 6:31) and now he sends them 
away lest they yield to the 
advice, 
the importunities, of the crowd and 
consort with them in their desire to 
make Jesus a temporal rather than a 
spiritual king. 
Such a course 
would 
have precipitated matters. But in his 
solitude as he prayed, 
Jesus 
was 
watchful of his own. 
He had sent them into the storm 
to avoid a greater danger, would he 
not watch over them? So with many 
a testing in our lives. 
They 
seem 
severe, but how little we know* of the 
greater danger we havfe missed. 
He 
saw (v. 48) their distress long before 
they saw their relief 
(v.49). Jesus 
knew the need of prayer. Jesus knew 
the need of solitary prayer as he must 
pass this crisis, so it was that while 
he lingered In prayer they were dis­ 
tressed till ‘‘the fourth watch,”—near 
daybreak. 
Ill Considered Test. 
It Is not strange that they did not 
recognize Jesus. 
He often comes to 
us in ways we do not at first recog­ 
nize, in ways that at first terrify us, 
but he does not leave us long in sus­ 
pense. 
We read, he 
“straightway” 
rescued them ‘‘It is I; be not afraid.” 
Notice he assures them first who it Is 
that is near, “It is I.” They recognize 
the tones 
of his familiar voile and 
then they w*ere ready for his words 
of confidence, “be not afraid.” So God 
speaks to us in the 
hour 
of 
out 
darkest trial, saying “Lo, I am with 
you alw ays;”—“be not afraid.” 
From the parallel account by Mat* 
thew (Matthew 14: 28-36) we read of 
Peter's attem pt to walk upon the wa­ 
ter. 
His rash and ill considered test 
of the reality of Jesus' presence. Then 
we see him as he too compares him­ 
self with the angry storm and taking 
his eyes off of Jesus begins to sink. 
Peter’s sharp, piercing cry; his clear, 
definite, appeal is at once answered 
and Jesus leads him safely back into 
the boat. 
How different is the picture once 
Jesus was in the boat, and how soon 
they reached the goal toward which 
they had been struggling. (John 6:19, 
21). 
If any one is at sea, if any one 
is fruitlessly toiling against wind and 
wave, only let them take Jesus on 
board and soon they will reach 
a 
safe landing place. 
The disciples w*ere 
amazed 
and 
their hearts were hardened (vv. 51, 
52), and this even after the creative 
miracle of feeding the five thousand— 
why so? 
It is evident 
that 
even 
those nearest to him did not appre­ 
hend the true meaning of this miracle, 
on the contrary their hearts were har­ 
dened, e. g.. blind 
Spiritual Application. 
The real interpretation of Christ’s 
miracles is not that we are 
to 
be 
amazed at the material manifestation 
but that we are to sec the spiritual 
lesson and application. 
It was a different reception 
Jesus 
received when they v ached Genne- 
saret (vv. 53-56). 
There he is recog­ 
nized at once. 
There they flock to 
him with their sick ones and Marie 
with a few' deft stroker shows us the 
picture of a vast deal of healing. None 
is disappointed, for we read that as 
many as touched him 
were 
made 
w'hole. 
His healing is not confined 
today to a single person, nor limited 
to a peculiar place or shrine. 
In this lesson we see Jesus direct­ 
ing his disciples. We see the disciples 
obeying that direction even though it 
led them into contrary winds. 
We 
see him as he walks into them bring­ 
ing relief, superior to boisterous wind 
and wave. 
His 
presence 
brought 
peace as it always does 
to 
stoim 
tossed humanity. 
His assurance is 
that of his 
own 
presence 
(Matt. 
28:20), “It is I; be not afraid." 
We 
see Jesus answering the fear of the 
disciples. 
Tfcis is a lesson of many applica­ 
tions. 
The story is clear and simple. 
Its values are for oar comfort 
and 
help. 
The unseen Christ Is by 
our 
side. 
Miracles? They are only won­ 
derful things, that is all. 
Something 
beyond our ordinary experience. Shall 
w’e discredit the sunlight becaus a pin 
point enters to blind the eye? 
Mira­ 
cles to the Christian are the 
mani­ 
festations of a loving God, they are 
what one would expect of the Christ, 
lf he be the Christ. Let us look them 
squarely in the face and pass on 
awaiting the light of a clearer and 
more beautiful day.

Pittsburg, Pa.. Oct. 4.—Late yester­ 
day afternoon “Dead Man's Crossing” 
on the Pennsylvania railroad in Wil­ 
kinsburg. a suburb, added to its grim 
record when five persons were killed 
and five injured in a collision between 
a limited train and an automobile. In 
the last ti n years 55 persons have 
been killed at the Rebecca street, or 
•‘Headman's crossing.” where the trag­ 
edy happened.

thousands who are in Wilkinsburg to 
celebrate the semi-centennial of the 
town. 
The crossing is right at the 
station where hundreds stood opposite 
the reviewing stand watching a pa­ 
rade.

His engine went dead, and the 
train, going 50 miles an hour, hit The 
auto, hurling the occupants high in the 
air, all three being killed. The twisted 
auto was catapulted down the station 
platform. 
It struck Mrs. Diamond and 
killed her instantly. 
A babe she had 
in her arms was unhurt.

Plonio was carrying an infant and had 
tw’o other children in a go-cart.

woman’s skull was crushed against 
the brick wall of the depot.

Tilt 
breaking of the lower plane as Walsh 
was beginning a circular downward 
flight, was the cause of the accident 
Through glasses Walsh could be seen 
struggling to right the biplane, which 
tipped almost on its end, then partially 
righted itself and made a glide of per 
haps 1,000 feet before the final col­ 
lapse of both planes started it burd 
ling toward the earth. 
Walsh was 
about twentjr-four years old and is stir 
vivcd by a widow’ and two children.

Jury In Dynamite Case Is 


Now Made Up. 


STATEMENT OF GOVERNMENT 


District Attorney M iller, W ith the 500- 


Page indictment in His Hand, Pre­ 


sented to the Jury the Charges Upon 


Which the Federal Government De­ 


mands Conviction of Men Charged 


W ith Implication in Dynamite Cases. 


Indianapolis. Oct. 4.—District Attor­ 
ney Miller lias begun the presentation 
of the government’s side of the case, 
the selection of the twelve men who 
will sit as jurors to try the forty-six 
defendants in the dynamiting cases in 
the federal court having been complet­ 
ed. 
He read the indictment and told 
the jury what the government would 
prove, pointing out the part that each 
of the defendants had taken in carry­ 
ing out the conspiracy. 
With the 500-page indictment 
in 
hand, Mr. Miller read the charge of 
conspiracy and recited the numerous 
instances in which explosives were 
tr a n s la te d over interstate railroads, 
mentioning the cities where the ex­ 
plosive was purchased, the number of 
pounds, the railway lines over which 
it was carried, and the men who were 
in charge of it. 
He explained to the 
Jury 
that 
the 
defendants 
are 
not 
charged with the overt act of dyna­ 
miting. but are indicted for violating 
tne federal laws against carrying ex­ 
plosives on passenger trains and with­ 
out it being protected from accidental 
explosion. 
He referred to the overt 
acts of the defendants w hich w ere per­ 
formed in pursuance of the conspiracy 
and enumerated many cases where the 
explosive purchased and transported, 
as charged in the indictment, had been 
used in the destruction of property.

ROOSEVELT ON 
WITNESS-STAND 


Telling Senate Committee All 


About His Campaigns. 


FOLLOWED PIERPONT MORGAN 


Big Financier Told Committee Inves­ 


tigating the Subject of Campaign 


Contributions That He Gave $150,000 


to the Republican Campaign of 1904 


— Former President Roosevelt Ap­ 


pears Today. 


W ashington, Oct. 4.—To the Roose­ 
velt 1904 campaign fund J. Pierpont 
Morgan 
contributed 
$150,000. 
Th® 
well-known financier testified before 
the senate committee that $60,000 of 
this amount was part of the $240,000 
fund dumped by the late E. H. Harri­ 
man into New- York state on the eve 
of the election, and which, according 
to the railroad m an’s boast, changed 
50,000 votes in the Empire state. 
Mr. Roosevelt himself appeared on 
the witness stand today to answer the 
Morgan and other testimony. The col­ 
onel was armed with his letter book 
record of all the correspondence relat­ 
ing to the Harriman fund and the sub­ 
ject of Standard Oil contributions to 
the 1904 Republican campaign fund, 
and apparently was primed for the se­ 
vere questioning which he anticipated. 
Mr. Morgan made the statem ent that 
after having contributed $100,000 he 
had been solicited to give not only this 
additional $50,0(H), but the entire $240,- 
000 w hich later was turned over to the 
national committee by Mr. Harriman. 
“There was no limit to the amount 
they would take,” observed the banker 
with a smile. 
Mr. Morgan's testimony tended to 
confirm E. H. Harrinian’s version of 
the $240,000 gift. 
Mr. Harriman al­ 
ways contended that Mr. Roosevelt im­ 
portuned him to raise this money to 
save the day for the national ticket in 
New York state, and that the $240,000 
was paid to the late Comeilius N. Bliss 
as treasurer of the national commit 
tee. 
In this account of the transac­ 
tion Mr. Harriman has been backed up 
by B. B. Odell, who was Republican 
state chairman in 1904. 
Colonel Roosevelt has denied em­ 
phatically that he asked Harriman to 
raise any money or that the national 
ticket was in jeopardy in New’ York 
state. 
He has charged that Harriman 
collected the money at the solicitation 
of State Chairman Odell to save the 
state ticket, and that the fund never 
entered into the national committee’s 
accounts. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s version 
is supported by George R. Sheldon, 
present treasurer of the Republican 
national committee, and by William 
Loeb, jr., Mr. Roosevelt’s former sec­ 
retary. 
Since the senate inquiry has 
been under way, however, a receipt 
has been produced signed by Mr. Bliss 
as national treasurer, acknowledging 
the payment by Mr. Harriman of $50,- 
000 of this $240,000 fund. 
On top of this came the statement 
by 51 r. Morgan that his $50,000 not 
only was paid to the national commit 
tee, but that he stipulated as a cond) 
tion of the gift that it should go to the 
national organization to be used as it 
saw’ fit. 
Mr. Morgan said further that 
in the solicitation for this additional 
contribution he was given to under 
stand plainly that the officers of the 
national as well as the state organiza 
tion, were alarmed over the outlook 
in New' York state. 
No attem pt was 
made to draw any distinction between 
the Roosevelt and Higgins chances in 
the Empire state. 
Mr. Morgan could 
not recall definitely who had solicited 
this $56,Aob contribution from him, but 
he thought that it was Mr. Bliss or Mi 
Odell 
He talked with both concern­ 
ing it. 
The banker contributed $26,060 to 
the Taft 1908 campaign fund, and $10.- 
OOO additional to the Republican cause 
in that year, but he could not recall 
definitely whether it had gone to the 
national committee or not. 
Mr Morgan denied that there had 
been any concerted action en the cart 
of the big financial interests In 1904 
to bring about the election of Roosts 
relt. 
References by the committeemen to 
witness’s popularity among campaign 
managers who were trying to collect 
funds tickled the banker and he re­ 
peatedly chuckled, after relieving him­ 
self of so m e sly comment on his ex­ 
periences. 
Mr. Morgan left the witness stand 
after about an hour of questioning. As 
he stepped down from the witness 
stand Senator (’lapp. the chairman, 
approached him and said: 
“Mr. Morgan, do you want your wit­ 
ness fees?” 
“No. never mind that,” said the 
financier, with a smile. 
The fees would have amounted to 
about $2.50 in addition to his railroad 
fare.

OUT DEATH LIST 


Many Passengers Burned Wiien 


Train Left Track. 


DISASTER ON THE NEW HAVEN 


Plunging Along at Sixty Miles an 


Hour, Boston Express Left the Rails 
Near Westport, Conn., and Instantly 
Was a Mass of Wreckage Which 
Flames, Communicated From the 
Engine, Quickly Reduced to Ashes. 


Westport, Conn., Oct. 4. — When 


the second section of the Boston Ex- 
press jumped the tracks of the New 
Haven railroad, a short distance west 
of the station here, about 5 o'clock last 
evening, sixteen or more persons were 
killed, most of them burned to death, 
and about forty injured, twenty of 
them seriously. 


Until those who know their friends 


and relatives who were on the ill-fated 
train have all come forward to speak, 
the full death list will not be known. 
Between the number of charred bodies 
now in the undertaking shops of the 
town, the number of injured in the 
South Korwalk hospital, and the num- 
ber of survivors who have been sent to 
their homes along the New Haven 


Une and to New York, there Is a great 
discrepancy. 
The dead may equal 


twice sixteen, the missing may oe 
many, more, for the cars which were 
In the wreck are burned to ashes. 
They were wooden cars, and the hot 
coals of the engine over which they 
were jammed exploding the Pintsch 
gas with which they were lighted, 
caused the fire to spread from one end 
of the affected train to the other al- 
most in a twinkling. As it turned out, 
only the parlor cars were destroyed 
and only those riding in the parlor 
cars were burned or Injured, with the 
exception of the engineer, fireman and 
mall clerk and his assistant. The pas- 
sengers of the still flimsier day 
coaches escaped with only superficial 
bruises and jars. 


The train was twelve minutes late 


when it reached Bridgeport, 
and 


George W.x Clark, the engineer, who 
has paid for any mistake he may have 
made with his life, left with the idea 
of making up the time by the time he 
should reach New York. By the time 
he was well clear of Bridgeport, he 
was travelling very close to sixty 
miles an hour, while the cars behind 
were swaying and rolling like small 
boats at sea. The- train whizzed by 
the stations in a cloud of dust. To the 
west of the station here about 200 
yards, the old Boston post road passes 
under the tracks with other streets of 
the town, and that elevates the tracks 
about twenty-five feet above the street 
level, this height between streets be- 
ing filled in with sand, gravel and 
stone work. 


The ill-fated train had shot past the 


station, and had struck 
the bridge. 


Just ahead of It was the signal which 
warned the engineer to slow down 
from the spoed he was going so that 
there might be no accident at the 
cross-over. Apparently this was never 
heeded. There was no slowing down, 
and as the little front wheels of the 
engine struck the first frog they were 
slipped to one Bide, the great drivers 
were wrenched off the rail and the 
big engine went ploughing over the 
roadbed. It was all over in less than 
a half minute, but In that time the en- 
gine had ploughed along the dirt for 
150 yards, dug its nose into the side of 
the embankment, catapulted its tender 
clear over it, slicing oft the top of the 
cab, which killed the engineer and 
fireman. The baggage car was shunt- 
ed to the left, while the engine went 
to the right. The mail car catapulted 
straight ahead of them, and In be- 
tween for a distance of 150 feet. The 
combination parlor, smoker and buffet 
jammed itself up against the rear end 
of the locomotive, while the other 
Pullmans came crashing on top of it,

IS DECLARED "BAD" 


The Opinion of California State 


Supreme Court. 


San Francisco, Oct. 4. — As 
the 


Taft managers failed to prepare peti- 
tions, it looks as thotiph all the regu- 
lar Republicans in California will be 
disfranchised, the Taft electors having 
been barred from the ticket by the 
state supreme court. 


In giving his decision Chief Justice 


Beatty said the state primary law was 
"a very bad law." He declared the 
practical application of this statute 
had disfranchised one-third of the vot- 
ers of the state. 


The court ruled that its jurisdiction 


was limited to passing upon the con- 
stitutionality of the state laws relat- 
ing to the selection of presidential 
electors at state conventions. Wheth- 
er the convention had ceased to be 
Republican Is a matter, the court 
ruled, outside its jurisdiction and 
which it was powerless to decide. 


The Republican leaders are talking 


of bringing suit to test the constitu- 
tionality of the new primary law. If 
the supreme court should declare this 
law uncrsr.Hitutional, then the Roose- 
velt c!E-t~is would be off the ticket.

LESSON FOR OCTOBER 6. 


JESUS WALKING ON THE SEA. 


LESSON TEXT-Mark 6.43-56. 
GOLDEN 
TEXT—"But 
straightway 
Jesua spake unto them, saying. Be of 
good cheer; It Is I; be not afraid."—Mat- 
thew 14.27. 


The miracle of the feeding of the 


five thousand marks a crisis In 
the 


life of Jesus. (John 6:15). The human- 
ity of Jesus is shown in that as soon 
as he had performed that miracle he 
first sends away his disciples, 
then 


sends away the multitude, while he 
departs "into a mountain to pray." To 
pray the prayer of thanksgiving, 
to 


pray for strength to withstand this 
new temptation, (John 6:14, 15); to 
pray for those whom he had fed; 
and surely to pray for his chosen ones 
that they might understand him and 
his mission. 


Jesus had taken his disciples into 


the mountain for their own 
good. 


(Mark 6:31) and now he sends them 
away lest they yield to the 
advice, 


the importunities, of the crowd and 
consort with them in their desire to 
make Jesus a temporal rather than a 
spiritual king. Such a course would 
have precipitated matters. But In his 
solitude as he prayed, 
Jesus 
was 


watchful of his own. 


He had sent them into the storm 


to avoid a greater danger, would he 
not watch over them? So with many 
a testing in our lives. They 
seem 


severe, but how little we know of the 
greater danger we have missed. He 
saw (T. 48) their distress long before 
they saw their relief 
(v.49). Jesus 


knew the need of prayer. Jesus knew 
the need of solitary prayer as he must 
pass this crisis, so it was that while 
he lingered In prayer they were dis- 
tressed till "the fourth watch,"—near 
daybreak. 


Ill Considered Test. 


It is not strange that they did not 


recognize Jesus. He often comes to 
us in ways we do not at first recog- 
nize, in ways that at first terrify us, 
but he does not leave us long in sus- 
pense. 
We read, he • "straightway" 


rescued them "It is I; be not afraid." 
Notice he assures them first who it is 
that is near, "It is I." They recognize 
the tones 
of his familiar voi«e and 


then they were ready for his words 
of confidence, "be not afraid." So God 
speaks to us in the 
hour 
of 
out 


darkest trial, saying "Lo, I am with 
you always;"—"be not afraid." 


From the parallel account by Mat- 


thew (Matthew 14: 2S-3G) we read of 
Peter's attempt to walk upon the wa- 
ter. His rash and ill considered test 
of the reality of Jesus' presence. Then 
we see him as he too compares him- 
self with the angry storm and taking 
his eyes off of Jesus begins to sink. 
Peter's sharp, piercing cry; his clear, 
definite, appeal is at once answered 
and Jesus leads him safely back into 
the boat. 


How different is the picture once 


Jesus was in the boat, and how soon 
they reached the goal toward which 
they had been struggling, (John 6:19, 
21). 
If any one is at sea, if any one 


is fruitlessly toiling against wind and 
wave, only let them take Jesus on 
board and soon they will reach 
a 


safe landing place. 


The disciples were

Spiritual Application. 


The real interpretation of Christ's 


miracles is not that we are 
to 
be 


amazed at the material manifestation 
but that we are to see the spiritual 
lesson and application. 


It was a different reception Jesus 


received when they reached Genne- 
saret (w. 53-56). There he is recog- 
nized at once. 
There they flock to 


him with their sick ones and Mafic 
with a few deft strokes shows us the 
picture of a vast deal of healing. None 
is disappointed, for we read that us 
many as touched him 
were 
made 


whole. His healing is not confined 
today to a single person, nor limited 
to a peculiar place or shrine. 


In this lesson we see Jesus direct- 


ing his disciples. We see the disciples 
obeying that direction even though it 
led them into contrary winds. We 
see him as he walks into them bring- 
ing, relief, superior to boisterous wind 
and wave.

DEADMAN'S GROSSING 


Shocking Accident In Suburb

kinsburg, a suburb, added to its grim 
record when five persons were killed 
and five injured in a collision between 
a limited train and an automobile.

Plonio was carrying an infant and had 
two other children in a go-cart. The 
woman's skull was crushed against 
the brick wall of the depot. 
The 


children were not seriously hurt. 


DASHED TO DEATH 


Two County Fairs Given Spectacles 


Not Down on the Bills. 


Trenton, X. J.. Oct. 4.—Plunging 


from a height of nearly 2.000 feet, 
Charles F. Walsh of San Diego, Cal.. 
was dashed to death in the sight of 
5,000 people at the interstate fair. The 
breaking.of the lower plane as Walsh 
was beginning a circular downward 
flight, was the cause of the accident. 
Through glasses Walsh could be seen 
struggling to right the biplane, which 
tipped almost on its end, then partially 
righted itself and made a glide of per- 
haps 1,000 feet before the final col- 
lapse of both planes started it hurd- 
ling toward the earth. . Walsh was 
about twenty-four years old and is sur- 
vived by a widow and two children.

OF THE TWELVE 


Jury in Dynamite Case Is 


. Now Made Up. 


STATEMENT OF GOVERNMENT 


District Attorney Miller, With the 500- 


Page Indictment in His Hand, Pre- 
sented to the Jury the Charges Upon 
Which the Federal Government De- 
mands Conviction of Men Charged 
With Implication in Dynamite Cases. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 4.—District Attor- 


ney Miller has begun the presentation 
of the government's side of the case, 
the selection of the twelve men who 
will sit as jurors to try the forty-six 
defendants In the dynamiting cases in 
the federal court having been complet- 
ed. He read the indictment and told 
the jury what the government would 
prove, pointing out the part that each 
of the defendants had taken in carry- 
ing out the conspiracy. 


With the 500-page indictment in 


hand, Mr. Miller read the charge of 
conspiracy and recited the numerous 
instances in which explosives were 
transported over interstate railroads, 
mentioning the cities where the ex- 
plosive was purchased, the number of 
pounds, the railway lines over which 
It was carried, and the men who were 
in charge of it. He explained to the 
jury that the defendants are not 
charged with the overt act of dyna- 
miting, but are indicted for violating 
tne federal laws against carrying ex- 
plosives on passenger trains and with- 
out it being protected from accidental 
explosion. He referred to the overt 
acts of the defendants which were per- 
formed in pursuance of the conspiracy 
and enumerated many cases where the 
explosive purchased and transported, 
as charged in the indictment, had been 
used in the destruction of property.

"in view of the manifestly aggressive 
attitude of the Balkan states, it re- 
serves full liberty of action, convinced 
that the civilized world will do justice 
to Its moderate attitude, which, how- 
ever, cannot exclude it from safeguard- 
ing its dignity and security as well as 
rights." 


The attitude of the Turkish populacj 


also has become warlike and they re 
ceive the newspaper accounts of the 
aggression of the allies with ever 
growing anger. A Constantinople cor- 
respondent sends a rumor that Bulga- 
rians are massacring Moslems In cold 
blooil. Such reports, whether true 01 
untrue, will certainly have a danger 
ous effect in Turkey. 


Meanwhile the excitement continues 


at white heat at the Capitols of the al- 
lies, where the constant military ac- 
tivity and the rumors of Turkish fron- 
tier attacks serve to keep the warlike 
spirit at the danger point

ROOSEVELT ON 
WITNESS STANO 


Telling Senate Committee All 


About His Campaigns, 


FOLLOWED PIERPONT MORGAN 


Big Financier Told Committee Inves- 


tigating the Subject of Campaign 
Contributions That He Gave $150,003 
to the Republican Campaign of 1904 
— Former President Roosevelt Ap- 
pears Today. 


Washington, Oct. 4.—To the Roose- 


velt 1904 campaign fund J. Pierpont 
Morgan contributed $150,000. 
Th» 


well-known financier testified before 
the senate committee that $60,000 of 
this amount was part of the $240,004 
fund dumped by the late E. H. Harri- 
man into New York state on the eve 
of the election, and which, according 
to the railroad man's boast, changed 
50,000 votes in the Empire state. 


Mr. Roosevelt himself appeared on 


the witness stand today to answer the 
Morgan and other testimony. The col- 
onel was armed with his letter book 
record of all the correspondence relat- 
ing to the Harriman fund and the sub- 
ject of Standard Oil contributions to 
the 1904 Republican campaign fund, 
and apparently was primed for the se- 
vere questioning which he anticipated. 


Mr. Morgan made the statement that 


after having contributed $100,000 he 
had been solicited to give not only this 
additional $50,000, but the entire $240,- 
000 which later was turned over to the 
national committee by Mr. Harriman. 


"There was no limit to the amount 


they would take," observed the banker 
with a smile. 


Mr. Morgan's testimony tended t» 


confirm E. H. Harriman's version of 
the $240,000 gift. 
Mr. Harriman al- 


ways contended that Mr. Roosevelt im- 
portuned him to raise this money to 
save the day for the national ticket in 
New York state, and that the $240,000 
Was paid to the late Corneilius N. Bliss 
as treasurer of the national commit- 
tee. 
In this account of the transac- 


tion Mr. Harriman has been backed m> 
by B. B. Odell, who was Republican 
state chairman in 1904. 


Colonel Roosevelt has denied em- 


phatically that he asked Harriman to 
raise any money or that the national 
ticket was in jeopardy in New York 
state. He has charged that Harriman 
collected the money at the solicitation. 
of State Chairman Odell to save the 
state ticket, and that the fund never 
entered Into the national committee's 
accounts. Colonel Roosevelt's version 
la supported by George R. Sheldon, 
present treasurer of the Republican 
national committee, and by William 
Loeb, jr., Mr. Roosevelt's former sec- 
retary. Since the senate inquiry has 
been under way, however, a receipt 
has Seen produced signed by Mr. Bliss 
as national treasurer, acknowledging 
the payment by Mr. Harriman of $30,- 
000 of this $240.000 fund. 


On top of this came the statement 


by Mr. Morgan that his $50,000 not 
only was paid to the national commit- 
tee, but that he stipulated as a condi- 
tion of the gift that it should go to the 
national organization to be used as it 
saw fit. Mr. Morgan said further that 
In the solicitation for this additional 
contribution he was given to under- 
stand plainly that the officers of the 
national as well as the state organiza- 
tion, were alarmed over the outlook 
in New York state. No attempt "was 
made to draw any distinction between 
the Roosevelt and Higgins chances in 
the Empire state. Mr. Morgan could 
not recall definitely who had solicited 
this $50,000 contribution from him. but 
he thought that it was Mr. Rliss or Mr. 
Odell. He talked with both concern- 
ing it. 


The banker contributed $20,000 to 


the Taft IMS campaign fund, and $10- 
000 additional to the Republican cause 
in that year, but he could not recall 
definitely whether it had gone to the 
national committee or not. 


Mr. Morgan denied that there had 


been any concerted action on the part 
of the big financial interests in 1904 
to bring about the election of Roose- 
relt. 


References by the committeemen to 


witness's popularity among campaign 
managers who were trying to collect 
funds tickled the banker and he re- 
peatedly chuckled, after relieving him- 
self of some sly comment on his ex- 
periences. 


Mr. Morgan left the witness stand 


after about an hour of questioning. As 
he stepped down from the witness 
stand Senator Clapp. the chairman, 
approached him and said: 


"Mr. Morgan, do you want your wit- 


ness fees?" 


"No, never mind that," said the 


financier, with a smile. 


The fees would have amounted to 


about $2.50 in addition to his railroad 
fare.
